Smith was shot after he 
had 
placed the negro, a stranger, under 
arrest for questioning.

later was captured by a policeman 
who forced entrance to a

A crowd of men, who witnessed 
the arrest, seized the negro but 
surrendered him, unharmed, to E.

Although reports of the presence 
of the cotton hopper have not come 
from every county, Prof.

son thinks that the hopper to at

tinue to write in ©r call over long 
distance telephone to say that the 
hopper is playing hlWC with cot­ 
ton. 
Examinations made on the Ex 
periment Station at Auburn reveal 
that the number o n p K s 
per 
plant varied from nothing to four 
or five, whereas the number should 
be 12 to 15, since the cotton is 
knee-high and higher. An exami­ 
nation made on a farm m 
Lee 
County, w ar Opelika, found simi­ 
lar results. 
The same is shown 
to be true in reports received from 
county agents and farmers. 
As this condition to revealed 
it 
is concluded that the rapid growth 
of cotton plants has been stimu­ 
lated to some extent by the work 
of these hoppers, which encourage 
growth of the plant by reducing the 
number of squares. 
Hence 
the 
good appearance of the 
present 
crop may be deceiving in that it 
looks more promising than it real­ 
ly is. 
Since the hopper has never been 
regarded as a serious insect enemy 
it has never been studied thorough­ 
ly and entomologists admit that 
there i sa great deal, 
uiiknow 
about it. 
They ate certain, how­ 
ever, that dusting with 
surphur 
will control it. 
If a yain follows 
within 24~ hours after dusting a 
second application should be made 
just as should he done with cal­ 
cium arsenate for boll weevil con­ 
trol. Dust guns used in applying 
calcium arsenate may be used also 
in applying sulphur. The county 
demonstration agents have been ad­ 
vised as to where to buy sulphur. 
Inquiries continue to be receiv­ 
ed regarding natural control; and 
to such inquiries the reply is be­ 
ing made that this is uncertain. 
However, it is known that the hop 
per has been busy in fields re­ 
ceiving very little rain since cot­ 
ton was planted, and also in fields 
where rains have been much more 
than is needed. Therefore, weath­ 
er control does not appear promis­ 
ing.

Negro Paroled 
- r -: 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 9 .- 
John Murchison, alias John Mont­ 
gomery, and Cleo Staten, bpth ne­ 
groes, convicted in Marshall eoun 
ty on October 21, 1920, for the al 
leged murder of John Franklin Mc- 
tJlendon and sentenced to life im­ 
prison ment, were on parole today 
These paroles were granted late 
yesterday by Governor Brandon on 
recommendation of the state board, 
of pardons just a few hours before 
the news came that both prisoners 
probably were innocent. 
In addition to the pardon board 
clemency in both cases was recopi 
mended by the trial judge and the 
prosecuting solicitor. 
The latter 
stated he had always “had doubt 
as to the guilt of these defendants 
and that the evidence was att chr 
eumstantial with the exception of 
the testimony of one witness,* a 
negro, who was shown to be pre 
udiced against one of the defend 
ants.” , 
The trial judge said in his state­ 
ment, filed with the pardon board, 
that he was “now convinced that 
the conviction of both defendants 
was a mistake.” 
Two others, convicted with Mur­ 
chison and'Staten, died in prison, 
serving time for the crime. 
No word of the new evidence 
submitted, the reopening of the 
case, nor the arrest of Mrs. Myrtle 
McClendon, widow of the skin 
man, had been received here at the 
time the paroles were given the 
two negroes.
